Township  Politics. 

THE  REPUBLICAN  PRIMARY. 

Dodd’s  Hall  last  Friday  night  was  filled 
to  overflowing  by  Republicans  and  others 
of  all  sorts,  sizes,  kinds  and  colors.  The 
air  was  full  of  electricity  and  tobacco 
smoke.  Printed  tickets  were  supplied  to 
all  aq  they  came  in.  Those  who  in  former 
times  regarded  printed  tickets  at  a  pri 
mary  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  jobbery 
hqjl  for  the  ni'*»t  part  evidently,  changed 
their  minds. 

Mr.  Cook  wns  elected  chairman  and 
Mr.  W.  A.  Baldwin  secretary.  Air.  Wal¬ 
ter  Freeman  move*  1  that  no  one  be  allow¬ 
ed  to  vote  except  those  who  voted  for  the 
Republican  member  of  Assembly  last  falL 
This  precluded  a  very  loud  silence.  Mr. 
Barrett  broke  the  silence  by  offering  an 
amendment  to  the  effect  that  those  who 
had  not  voted  at  all  be  excepted  from  the 
operation  of  this  motion.  Mr.  Frtjeman 
accepted  the  amendment.  After  more 
silence,  Mr.  Russell  offered  an  amend¬ 
ment  that  all  those  be  allowed  to  vote 
who  intended  to  vote  the  Republican 
ticket  at  the  coming  election.  Dr.  Rich 
ards  rose  to  enquire  if  the  intention  was 
a  present  intention  or  -onq  that  was  to 
hold  good  until  after  the  election  day. 
The  chairman  ruled  that  an  abuling  in¬ 
tention  was  the  only  one  the  meeting 
could  recognize.  Dr.  Richards  then 
wished  to  know  what  was  meant  by  a  Re¬ 
publican  ticket — a  ticket  made  by  a  Re¬ 
publican  primary  or  one  with  Republican 
names  on  it  made  after  the  primary.  Mr. 
Russell  declared  his  meaning  to  be  that 
all  who  voted  in  the  primary  should  be 
bound  to  support  the  ticket  there  made. 
The  amendment  was  then  put  and  carried 
by  a  large  majority.  Mr.  Wheeler  made 
a  motion  that  all  the  names  on  the 
printed  ticket  be  considered  in  nomina¬ 
tion  and  then  such  other  nominations  be 
made  as  might  be  desired.  Mr.  Jones 
and  ten  or  twelve  others  seemed  to  think 
this  endangered  the  free  aetions  of  citi¬ 
zens  and  the  other  390  feeling  good  na- 
tured  waited  patiently  while  the  names 
were  read  off  from  the  printed  ballots 
and  put  in  Lomination  one  by  one. 

Before  the  nominations  w’ere  made,  the 
clerk  read*  a  communication  from  the 
Bloomfield  Prohibition  League,  request¬ 
ing  that  no  man  who  signed  a  license  or 
went  to  a  saloon  either  for  a  drink  or  a 
vote  should  be  nominated;  which  course 
on  the  part  of  the  Republicans  ifcould  ob¬ 
viate  the  necessity  on  the  port  of  the 
League  of  nominating  a  ticket  of  their 
own.  Mr  Barrett  said  this  communication 
was  in  the  nature  of  a  threat  and  should 
be  stamped  with  the  disapproval  of  the 
meeting,  and  therefore  moved  that  it  be 
laid  on  the  table.  Motion  carried  by 
overwhelming  majority. 

During  the  nominating,  Mr.  E.  F.  Far- 
rand’s  Republicanism  was  questioned  but 
no  one  could  certify  to  his  opinion  and  he 
was  nominated  for  Towmship  Clerk.  Mr. 
E.  A.  Smith  on  the  contrary  was  rejected 
as  Commisioner  of  Appeals  on  the  ground 
that  he  w  as  no  longer  a  Republican. 

A  few  printers  also  objected  to  the  old 
Freeholders  because  they  bad  not  voted 
to  suit  them  on  some  motion  made  in  the 
Board  of  Freeholders.  Mr.  McGowan 
and  Mr.  Cadmus  were  nominated  by  ac¬ 
clamation  by  a  vote  unainimous,  saving  a 
dozen  votes  of  the  kind  mentioned.  The 
ticket  made  was  elected  at  the  polls. 

THE  DEMOCRATIC  PRIMARY.  . 

The  Democratic  Primary,  so  miscalled, 
for  it  was  neither  “Democratic”  nor  a 
“  Primary”  was  held  on  Monday  night  at 
Dodd’s  Hall  and  resulted  in  the  nomina¬ 
tions  of  the  ticket  defeated  on  Tuesday. 
The  defeat  was  the  proper  and  only  le¬ 
gitimate  result  of  the  methods  employed 
to  nominate  the  ticket. 

The  Primary  was  not  called  until  Mon¬ 
day  night,  the  eve  of  election  day.  A 
slate  had  been  prepared  by  some  persons, 
certainly  not  the  bulk  of  the  voters.  This 
ticket  was  pushed  through  without  debate 
or  change,  on  the  plea  that  the  time  was 
so  short  4 

This  may  be  the  politics  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  machine  in  Bloomfield,  but  it  is  not 
Democratic”  politics,  and  the  rebuke  it 
received  at  the  polls  was  fitting  and  de¬ 
served. 

For  the  first  time  in  two  years  there  is 
no  nominee  of  the  Democratic  party 
on  the  Town  Committee.
